Contact the promotion-conscious merchants around town 
on the idea of running special “leader” bargains with copy 
similar to the following:

Film Reporter’s Sleuthing 
May Have a Local Parallel 


The story of “Criminal Investigator” tells of a reporter who 
turns sleuth and solves a murder. If there happens to have been 
a similar incident in your community, you should be able to get 
a newsbreak from your editor on this interesting parallel. The 
newspaper story can detail the plot of the film in brief and then 
describe how the local reporter turned a similar trick. Invite 
the newsman to be guest of honor at one of your showings. Re- 
porters solving crime cases are not an uncommon occurrence, 
so don’t overlook the possibility of this hook-up. 


Catch Crime Mag Readers 


The list of crime, detective and mystery magazines on the 
newsstands has grown to terrific proportions. The readers of 
these publications are “natural” customers for a film with a title 
like “Criminal Investigator.” Make connections with all the 
newsdealers and arrange for insertion of throwaways for a cou- 
ple of weeks preceding your playdate. Use a regular press 
sheet mat with extra display copy saying:

Il. Key to strong box which contains millionaire’s will.

3. Bullet which killed lawyer who was suspected to be ringleader of 
criminal gang. 


4. Fingerprints found at scene of crime. (Get a fingerprint card from 
local police.) 


5. Handkerchief (initialed) dropped by mystery woman. 


Copy on the display should read: CLUES TO THE 
MONTH'S MOST EXCITING MYSTERY DRAMA! FOLLOW THE 
“CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR” AS HE UNCOVERS A TRAIL OF 
CRIME AND MURDER! 


“WARNING” TO CRIMINALS 


The title is swell material for a snipe campaign. Have your 
printer make up a quantity of tack cards and stickers with copy 
similar to the following: 


WARNING! All criminals and lawbreakers are given warn- 
ing to leave town. CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR is coming! See 
Blank Theatre, Date. 


This same type of copy can be used for door knob hangers, 
cards to be thrown into parked cars, etc.

The prints are the only sure means 
of identification a person has in case of dire emergency or acci- 
dent. The stunt fits right in with the picture’s title. Placard 
should state: “Help the nation’s CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS by 
having your fingerprints on file.” 


If the police co-operation can’t be had, you can pull this 
stunt easily enough by having fingerprint cards made up by 
your printer and stationing an usher dressed as a special officer 
in the lobby with an ink pad for the imprinting. Cards should 
have spaces for five individual finger prints plus name, address, 
etc.
